On  7  IJov  1942  I  sailed  from  pier  7»  Manila  with  1650  PO  "  and 
1500  to  2000  Japanese  soldiers.  ’"0  were  on  Negato  laru,  a  Japanese 
freighter  of  approx.  4  or  5000  tons.  The  PO”  were  on  the  bottom  deck 
of  each  of  the  3  holds.  were  extremely  crowded,  most  had  standing 
room  only.  The  jap  soldiers  occupiec  the  upper  decks  in  each  hold. 


The  Americans  verc  not  allowed  on  deck  for  two  cUys  after  we  sailed. 
The  air  was  foul,  many  lost  consciousness .  't  had  one  canteen  cup  of 
water  per  day  per  man.  The  morning  meal  rns  about  200  grams  of  rice 
and  a  soup  of  fermented  bean  past.  The  evening  meal  was  about  the 
same  amount  of  rice  and  a  small  quantity  of  fish,  about  20  grams. 
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”’e  received  no  med icine  for  the  s r<J'  at  all.  Lost  ren  'tio  were  ill 
were  suffering  h'Oi  illness  ec'.-i-'t*  by  deficient  dist,  diarrhea »  beri¬ 
beri,  protein  edema  and  o.iaria.  Rtginning  about  9  Jpv  approx.  1.0 
men  from  each  hold  ware  ellowed  on  dock  for  periods  of  en  hour.  There 
were  latrines  on  deck  tut  the  men  with  bowel  disorder  often  were 
unable  to  get  to  the  deck.  jvr  3  day?  there  was  no  sanitary  facilities 
below  decks  but  then  t<e  scole  sore  buoke*o  which  re  were  oble  to  ompty. 
There  v»e  scree  mistreatment  of  POT  in  the  after  hold  as  kicking  and 
beating  man  wnen  the  Japs  were  going  after  supplies  that  vere  stored 
there. 

Beginning  y,t>v  9  they  allowed  ma  to  bring  the  severely  sick  on 
deck  to  an  improvised  sick  bay.  T  repeatedly  requested  medicine  from 
Lt.  Kurata  end  £gt.  ipshino.  Both  Jap  Army  medical  men.  T  don't  know 
their  first  names.  They  ocr/?r  supplied  eay  medicine.  These  two  japs 
had  no  outstanding  characteristics.  i*m  net  sure  t  could  identify 
then  now.  on  about  12  Nov  the  convoy  we  wore  in  une.  fired  on  by  a 
submarine.  Our  ship  ’.fus  not  hit.  There  were  no  distinguishing 
markings  on  our  ship. 

The  extreme  physical  discomfort  of  the  men  caused  a  ccmploto 
breakdown  of  morals-  they  snarled  at  each  other,  quarreled  aid 
insulted  officers  for  no  reason.  Hunger  W8  so  extrorr.6  thet  they 
asked  for  the  left  overs  of  the  Japanese  meals.  Te  arrived  at  It>ji 
25  Nov  1942. 

The  following  man  dioi  at  sea  as  a  result  of  the  combination 
of  factors  prevalent  on  the  ship.  All  wore  abie  bodied  when  vre  got 
on  the  ship.

vhen  we  arrived  at  yeji  the  tenpsrature  v/as  about  45  degrees  F 
with  a  high  wind.  Vt  were  made  to  line  up  naked  on  deck  before  all 
the  people  on  the  dock  while  the  Japanese  took  a  specimen  from  each 
rectum.  This  exposure  to  public  gazos  vas  unwarranted. 


I  am  a  medical  officer  and  the  dingnoxis  of  the  illness  and 
causes  of  death  are  correct  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  without 
benefit  clinical  or  laboratory  assistance.
